Birth  Rate. 


The  Birth  Rate  is  slightly  lower  than  last  year’s  figure, 
but  this  is  accounted  for  by  a  slightly  small  total  of  births  and  a 
considerable  rise  in  the  population.  I'his  in  turn  has  affected  the 
Infant  Mortality  Rate,  which  is  reduced  to  39.8  per  1,000  births. 
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Population. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate,  in  the 
middle  of  1937,  the  population  of  Portslade  had  risen  from  1 1,100 
to  11,680,  an  increase  of  over  500  persons,  and  inasmuch  as  the 
births  only  exceeded  the  deaths  by  about  50,  the  greater  portion 
of  this  increase  was  due  to  immigration. 

Causes  of  Death. 

In  1937  there  were  32  deaths  due  to  Heart  Disease,  although 
a  proportion  of  these  were  possibly  more  correctly  attributable  to 
Old  Age  ;  22  to  Cancer  and  5  to  Apoplexy.  I'lie  number  of 
Tuberculosis  Deaths  (all  forms)  has  risen  to  15,  largely  due  to 
transfer  of  advanced  cases  from  other  areas,  possibly  in  the  hope 
that  improved  climatic  conditions  might  retard  their  disease  and 
to  the  fortuitous  circumstance,  that  several  old  standing  cases 
happened  to  die  in  the  same  year. 

In  the  case  of  Portslade,  the  Corrected  Death  Kate,  i.e., 
the  Death  Rate  of  all  residents  in  the  area  irrespective  of  the 
place  of  death,  and  Standard  Death  Rate,  which  is  the  Corrected 
Death  Rate,  still  further  corrected  for  age  and  sex  distribution, 
are  practically  identical,  and  are  the  same  as  in  1936.

Water  Supply 

The  whole  of  the  district  is  supplied  by  the  Brighton 
Corporation.  The  water  is  hard  but  of  excellent  quality,  well 
aerated  and  very  pure,  d'lie  supply  is  constant. 

Drainage 

d'he  whole  of  the  public  roads  in  the  District  are  sewered  by 
gravitation  on  the  water  carriage  system- 

During  the  year  estate  developments  by  private  enterprise 
has  been  extremely  active,  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  witli 
respect  to  such  development,  the  Council  are  insisting  on  the 
provision  of  surface  water  and  foul  sewers  on  such  estates  at  the 
time  the  estate  is  developed. 

Negotiations  between  the  Council  and  the  Developers  as  to 
the  making  up  and  sewering  of  roads  on  the  haddocks  Estate, 
Mile  Oak  lUiad,  (constituting  irS  properties),  having  been 
completed,  the  work  of  constructing  the  necessary  sewers  to 
provide  main  drainage  facilities  for  the  whole  of  these  properties 
was  as  a  consequence  carried  out  and  completed  piior  to  the  end 
of  the  year. 

At  the  date  of  preparation  of  this  Report  (April  1938)  105 
of  the  above  mentioned  properties  liad  been  connected  to  such 
sewers  (or  work  of  connection  in  progiess).  1  he  work  of  making 
connections  is  still  proceeding  and  it  is  expected  that  the  drains 
of  the  remaining  13  properties  will  be  connected  to  the  sewers 
before  June  1938. 

The  carrying  out  and  completion  of  the  above  mentioned 
works  has  effected  a  considerable  improvement  in  the  sanitary 
conditions  hitherto  existing  in  such  area. 

The  Public  I  lealth  Act  1936  came  into  operation  ist October, 
1937  and  the  various  clauses  of  this  Act  have  been  of  assistance 
in  many  w^ays,  particularly  wdth  respect  to  the  drainage  of 
existing  and  new'  houses. 

All  sewerage  is  discharged  into  intercepting  Sewers  which 
are  under  the  control  of  the  Portslade  and  South wdek  Outfall 
Sewerage  Board.  Disposal  is  by  means  of  Sea  Outfall  owned  by 
the  Board. 
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HOUSE  REFUSE  COLLECTION  and  DISPOSAL 


This  work  is  carried  out  by  direct  labour  by  means  of  two 
“  Dennis  ”  lo  cubic  yard  petrol  driven  collecting  vehicles  and 
disposal  by  means  of  “Controlled  Tipping”  in  accordance  with 
the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  This  system  of 
(Collection  and  Disposal  still  continues  lo  prove  to  be  thoroughly 
satisfactory  and  economical. 

Very  few  and  only  occasional  complaints  as  to  non-collection 
have  been  received,  which,  on  investigation,  have  in  all  cases 
been  found  to  be  due  to  the  fault  of  the  occupier,  generally 
speaking,  owing  to  access  to  premises  not  being  available  at  the 
time  of  call. 

Owing  to  the  position  of  the  site  of  the  tip  being  in  the  centre 
of  the  town  (although  not  in  a  closely  built  up  area)  particular 
care  has  been  taken  to  ensure  that  no  reason  for  complaint  can 
arise  as  a  result  of  the  method  of  disposal  employed. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year  as  to 
nuisance  arising  from  this  method  of  disposal. 

The  site  of  the  tip  is  an  old  sand  and  flint  pit  which  had  been 
excavated  to  various  depths,  and  was  purchased  some  years  ago, 
for  firstly,  disposal  of  house  refuse  in  the  manner  indicated,  and 
eventually  for  use  as  a  recreation  ground. 

'I  he  work  of  collection  has  been  efficiently  carried  out,  the 
refuse  being  collected  once  weekly  from  the  backs  of  the  houses.

'I'he  total  number  of  houses  in  the  area  is  estimated  to  be 
3165.  Many  of  these  houses  in  the  older  parts  of  the  town  are 
not  up  to  modern  standards,  but  with  continued  inspection 
remain  quite  serviceable. 

There  is  no  evidence  of  any  widespread  overcrowding 
although  a  considerable  number  of  families  continue  to  live  under 
inconvenient  and  unsuitable  surroundings.  4  he  waiting  list  for 
Council  Houses  to  date  amounts  to  32  applicants  living  in  rooms, 
14  in  flats  and  53  applicants  who  are  householders. 

Fitness  of  Houses.  There  has  been  no  difficulty  in  dealing 
with  the  defects  found  in  houses ;  water  supply  and  drainage  are 
sufficient.
